The Republican Platform. 
1 he platform opens with an arraign 


nient of the Democratic party and its pol- 
icy during the past four years, and de 
tlares that tho public welfare demands 
th.it the government be rescued from 
their hands and given to the Republi- 
cans 
The tariff is made tbe flrsi plank. 


Renewed allegiance is declared to the 
policy of protection. Continuing it says: 


We renew and emphasize our allegiance 


to the policy of protection as the bulwark 
of American independence and the foun 
elation of American development and pros- 
perity. This true American policy taxes 
foreign products and encourages home in 
rtustry. It put the burden of revenue on 
foreign goods; it secures the American 
market for the American producers; It 
upholds the American standard of wages 
for the American workman; it'puts the 
factory by the side of the farm and makes 
the American farmer less dependent on 
foreign demand and prices; it diffuse! 
general thrift and founds the strength d 
all on the strength of each. In its respon- 
sible application it is just, fair, and im- 
partial, equally opposed to foreign con 
trol and domestic monopoly*; to sectiona 
di-triruination and individual favoritism 


\Vo denounce the present Democratic 


tariff as sectional, partisan, one-sided 
and disastrous to the treasury, and de- 
structive of business enterprise, and we 
demand such an equitable tariff on for- 
eign imports which come into oompetltio: 


with American products as will not only 
urnish adequate revenue for the neces- 
sary expenses of tbe government but will 
irotect American labor from degradation 
,nd the wage level of other lands. We 
are not pledged to any particular sched- 
ule. The question of rates is a practical 
,uestion to be governed by the condition 
)f the times and of production and devel- 
pment of American labor and industry. 
Tbe country wants a like settlement 


and then it wants rest. 


The Republican party renews its pledge 


or the protection of ull American indus- 
iries against foreign competition, and de- 
ilares its faith that the supremacy of tho 
United States among the nations is the 
result of sush a policy. We believe in 
iberal reciprocity and just relation, and 
demand tho application of the golden rule 
of commerce to all future legislation 
tffenting the tariff and the foreign trade. 
We believe tho repeal of the reciprocity 
arrangements negotiated by the last Re- 
mblican administration was a national 
calamity, and demand their renewal and 
extension on such terms as will equalUe 
our trade with other nations and remove 
the restrictions that now obstruct the sale 
of American products in tho ports of Eu- 
rope and sec-ure new markets for the pro- 
duces of our farms, forests and factories. 


* The platform condemns the present ad- 
ministration for bad faith with the sugar 
producers as follows: 


We condemn the present administration 


for not keeping faith with tho sugar pro- 
ducers of this country. The Republican 
party favors such measures of encourage- 
ment and protection as will speedily lead 
to tbe production on American soil of all 
bite sugar which the American Uoopje use, 
and .for which they pay'to other cotmtxias

Uberal pensions and generous treat 


ment of veterans is favored: "Firm, vig- 
oroua, dignified" foreign policy is declar- 
ed for, with the United States to control 
tbe' Hawaiian islands, buildings, operat- 
ing and owning tbe Nicaraugnan canal 
by the United States. Tbe Armenians 
are sympathized with and it is declared 
that in Turkey and everywhere "Ameri- 
can citizens and American properly must 
na absolutely protected at all hazards and 
at any cost." 
The financial plank Is as follows: 
Tbe Republican partyls irrevocably for 


sound money. It caused the enactment of 
the law providing for the resumption of 
specie payments in 1879; since then every 
dollar nas been as good as gold. 


We are unalterably opposed to, every 


measure calculated to debase our curren- 
cy, or impair tbe credit of our country. 
We are, therefore.opposed to tbe free coin- 
age of silver except by international agree- 
ment with tbe lendingoommeroial nations 
of the world, which we pledge ourselves to 
promote and until snch agreement can be 


obtained, the existing gold standard must 
5e preserved. All our silver and paper 
currency now in 
circulation must he 


maintained at a parity with gold, and we 
:av<ir all measures designed to maintain 
inviolably the obligations of tho United 
States and all our money, whether coin or 
paper at the present standard, the stand- 
ard of the most enlightened nations of the 
earth. 


We reassert the Monroe doctrine in Its 


full extent and reaffirm tho right of the 
United States to give the doctrine effect 
br responding to the appeals of any 
American state for friendly intervention 
in case of European encroachment; we 
have not interfered and shall not interfere 
with the existing possessions of any Euro- 
pean power in this hemisphere, but these 
possessions must not, on any pretext, be 
extended 
Wo hopefully look forward to 


the eventual withdrawal of European 
powers from this hemisphere and to tho 
limitation that all English speaking part 
01 the continent be governed by free con- 
sent of its inhabitants 


Touching the Cuban struggle it says: 
The government of Spain, having lost 


control of Cuba, and being uanbfo to pro- 
tect the property of lives or resident 
American citizens there, or to comply 
with its treaty obligations, v%e believe 
that tho government of the United States 
should promptly Interpose to restore peace 
on the island. We hold it to be necessary 
to our national peace and prosperity that 
the people of Cuba shall achieve political 
independence, and we pledge to them our 
sympathy in their noble struggle against 
the corrupt and barbarous Spanish mon- 
archy.

immigration laws; and the exclusion of

egates rose in a body and cheered. 
Hawaiian paragraph,the Monroe doctrine, 
Cuba, Protection, Reciprocity, all were 
loudly chnered. 


Teller on His anlnrtltnte. 


At the conclusion of the reading, and 


after another ronndttf applause, Foraker 


moved the adoption of the platform. Tol- 
ler rose in his place, at the head of tbe 
Colorado delegation, and was recognized 
by the chair. He was loudly cheered by 
the silver men, rising in a body. 
When 


partial quiet was restored Teller began 
his address at 11 u. ID. and was listened 
to with great attention. 
The fact that it 


is understood that ho and his free silver 
following intend to bolt tho covnention is 
the cause of the close attention his words 
receive. Every one wants to hear what 
reasons be can give for the course ho in- 
tends to pursue. 


The substitute offered by Teller and 


which he supported was as follows: 


We, the undersigned, members of the 


committee on resolutions, being unable 
to argee with that portion of the majority 
report which treats of coinage and finance, 
respectfully submit tho following as a 
substitute therefor:

As Teller stood on tho platform to make 


his final protest to the Republican party 
Against tbe declaration for tbe gold stand- 
ard policy he made a striking figure. 
jrall, gaunt, faoe deep furrowed, no one 
doubted bis honesty of purpose. Every- 
one recognized that history was to be 
jiinde. >. The. po) itical -allegiance of half a 
dbienstate«4nnig,iii».bolnnoe nnd the 
•whofeatJ8m*lSH8cogni««ed;ili. Toller evi- 
dently was deeply aroused, bis gestures 
at times wore almost fierce. He was giv- 
en most respectful hearing, but ezcept for 
those in symapthy with his policy there 
Was no demonstration on tbe floor in tbe 
early part of bis address. ' The galleries 
howeYer) at times wag vociferous 
He 


spoke in clear ringing tones but not -until 
toward the clow did be become impress- 
ive and pathetic. Ashe realzed tbe step, 
ba was about to take he drew himself to- 
gether-and declared With intense earnest- 
ness that morality, religion and tbesalva 
toin of the country were at stake. 


Teller said he contended for silver not 


because he came from a silver stato but 
bec»use tbe progrea*«f the country de- 
pends'oo It He declared this was thai 
first Republican convention whose plat- 
form admitted its inability to control its 
own affairs. He said if-^the gold stand- 
ard was adopted he must «eyer bis connec- 
tion with tbe Republican party. (Min- 
gled bisses and cheers.) He asserted tbe 
gold standard brings hunger and distress 
and these destroy patrta^sm. He would 
not, he says, dare tak4 this step atone, 
but others believe with him. He asserts 
the protective tariff canBot be maintained 
on a gold standard. He says be would 
be false to bis state if he did not sever his 


connection with tbe Republican party, if 
the gold standard is adopted. Ho denied 
tbe silver men were teking thin stop for 
personal advantage. He says ho was at 
ibo organization of tbe Republican party 
and has supported all its candidates, and 
great principles until DOW, but this prob- 
ibly is the last time be will ever address 
n Republican convention. Tho speaker 
became somewhat bitter and pernonal-to- 
ward the close but said it was necessary 
when Americans would bring abuse on 
him. 
There was great cheering as ho fin- 


ished. Loud calls followed for Foraker, 
who moved to lay the substitute on tho 
table. As the motion was about to bo 
put, Mantla, of Montana, Cleveland of 
Sevada, and Teller, of Colorado, demand- 
ed a vote by roll call on the motion to lay 
t on the table. The roll was then called. 


In voting on the motion to lay the sil-

Part of tho 
Utah delegation1 have gono and tho alter- 
nates have taken their placon. 


Chairman Thurnton while tho oxodug 


was going on facetiously announced that 
enough delegates would soon bo loft to do 
business. One delegate from Montana 
remained In tho convention and proooedod 
to make a statement claiming that ho re- 
served the right to present tho matter to 
bis etatu before acting. 


Senator Brown of Utah, thoa took tho

ST. LOUIS' CYCLqiNE. 


Tho How Theory of Arohitoot 


Kirehner Regarding It 


William Kirchner, the architect who 


ins made what is regarded as the most 
accurate estimate of the property datn- 
ge wrought by the dreadful storm iu 
t. Louis, is also a jprncticnl meteorol- 
g-ist and was -a deeply-Interested ob- 
server .of the disturbance. From his 


ffice in the Commercial building- he 


watched the feathering- of the clouds 
or am hour or more before the Storm 
M»ke over the city. He says there were 
wo distinct hurricanes. The first carof 
rom the northwest, and according to 
Jr. Kirchner was the most violent. Tho 
second came from the southwest, fol- 
owinjy the first almost immediately in 
joint of time. Mr. Kirchner has studied 
he phenomena of cyclones, tornadoes 
nd magnetic disturbances, and has 
volved a theory as to the cause of hur- 
icanes which is new and likely 'to at- 
tract the attention of scientists the 
vorld over. Following is the way Mr. 
Tlrchner puts his theory: 
"If the Alleghenies are taken as one 


magnetic field and tlic Eockies as an- 
ther, with the Mississippi valley as-an 
nactive neutral mass between, storms 


l take place at different points along 


lie edges of the magnetic fields, which 
hang-e the polarity at different points, 
'he thunderstorms occurring along 
loth edges of the two magnetic fields 


d to rotate the central opposing 


mobs, owing to the juxtaposition of sim- 
lar polarities. The central mass rota- 
ion creates a cyclone with the winds 
jlowing from' the north, southeast and 
west at tr» borders of the central mass, 
vhere it joins the magnetic fields. II 
hese magnetic fields, are brought close 
o each other, sometimes within 1,000 
eet of each other, the rotations become 
more rapid, and we have the local tor- 
lado. This is on the same principle as 
n electric motor—the smaller the 
motor the more rapid ihe rotations. In 
ignring' the energ'y one runt, to figures 
ly the million horse power." 
Mr. Kirchner said the two storms 


which struck St. Louis were not tor- 
nadoes, but straight winds, and had a 
-elocity of 85 to 90 miles on hour. At 
he higher velocity the energy exerted 
vould amount to aprecsure of 32 pounds 
P the square foot Of resisting surface, 
'his pressure, great as it was, was noi 
ufflcieAt to work the unparalleled de- 
truction caused by the storm, accord- 
ng to Mr. Kirchner's idpa. He says that 
he trees, timbers, roofs, telegraph 
>oles and other thinga picked up by the 
find we,re hurled through the air like 
ihot from a battery of heavy artillery, 
and that when they struck a building its 
ate was sealed.
